Baker, Goodin 
Win Basketball 
Contests 

After an unforeseen error 
struck it down in its prime. The 
Adair Progress Basketball 
Contest rose like a phoenix with 
two contests open for 
submission this week. In the 
first of the two contests, Ronnie 
Baker edged a high-scoring 
field with 19 correct predictions 
out of 21 games to take the top 
spot. 

Danny Goodin claimed the 
second spot in contest number 
one this week by way of tie¬ 
breaker. Goodin predicted a 
three-point University of 
Louisville loss at the hands of 
Syracuse, while fellow 18-game 
predictor Kevin Nunn called for 
a five-point Cardinal defeat.

City Leases Land 
For Inmates’ Garden

The Columbia City Council met Monday for their March 
meeting, and authorized Mayor Mark Harris to lease land for Adair 
County Regional Jail inmates to grow a garden. 

The garden is nothing new, as inmates have been growing some 
of their own food for a couple of years now, but space limitations 
have made the endeavor more challenging. 

“They’re needing a bigger place so they can grow a bigger 
garden,” Mayor Harris said, adding that the lease will be for two 
years. 

The land to be leased, a 1.9-acre lot off of Jim Blair Road, was 
donated to the City of Columbia by Jim Blair in June of 2007. 
Since the city has yet to use the land, the council began discussions 
a couple of months ago to either lease or sell the land. The exact 
figures of the lease have not yet been determined. 

In other action at Monday’s very brief meeting the Council: 

•Appointed Lisa Lasley to the Ethics Board. Lasley will replace 
Debbie Jessie, who no longer lives within the Columbia city limits, 
and her term will expire in Dec. of 2016. 

•Reappointed Charles Grimsley and Tony Grider to the City/ 
County Parks and Recreation Board. Technically, the two switched 
seats on the Board, with Grimsley taking over for Grider as the 
Council’s representative, and Grider filling Grimsley’s old position. 

Grimsley’s term will expire in Jan. of 2015, and Grider’s in Feb. 
of 2015. 

All council members were present for the meeting. 

KSP Officer Anested For DU 

Cave City Police arrested Kentucky State Police Tpr. Casey 
Wethington Sunday night for driving while intoxicated, first 
offense. The Glasgow Daily Times initially reported that 
Wethington, 27, of Columbia, was “driving all over the road” while 
heading north on Dixie Highway in a 2006 black Toyota pickup 
truck, according to police reports. 

Cave City Police Dept. Officer Blaine Hollis pulled Wethington 
over at around 11:30 p.m. Sunday night after observing 
Wethington’s car driving along the center of the road. 

“Upon traffic stop, [Wethington] had blood-shot eyes, slurred 
speech and strong odor of alcoholic beverage emitting from his 
breath and person,” officer Hollis wrote on the citation. 

After failing a field sobriety test, Wethington was arrested. His 
breathalyzer result showed a blood-alcohol level of 0.203, almost 
two and a half times the legal limit of 0.08.

TUesday Accident 

A two-vehicle accident on Campbellsville Street Tuesday resulted 
in two people being taken to Westlake Regional Hospital for 
treatment of injuries. 

Charles Handy, 61, of Columbia, pulled his 1998 Nissan Sentra 
out of Parrot Avenue at around 10 a.m. Tuesday morning, failing to 
yield the right of way, and was struck by a 1994 Ford pickup truck 
driven by 27-year-old Clayton Roberts of Lexington, KY. 

Handy had to be extricated from the vehicle, and he and a 
passenger were both transported to Westlake by Adair EMS. 
Columbia Police Dept. Officers CharlesGreer and Drew Conn 
investigated the accident.

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Heather Vanarsdale Comes Home

More than 50 friends and 
family members gathered along 
Campbellsville Street early 
Friday afternoon, braving the 
rain and cold to welcome 
Heather Vanarsdale back to 
Columbia for the first time 
since her Oct. 28 car accident. 

“It was like coming home 
from a band competition,” 
Vanarsdale said Tuesday, 
corresponding via email. “I 
couldn’t believe it was for me.” 

“I think she was a little 
overwhelmed and excited,” 
Heather’s mother, Beth, said. 
“She didn’t know what to make 
of it all.” 

Vanarsdale had spent the past 
four months in hospitals in 
Lexington and Louisville, 
fighting her way out of a coma 
and finally regaining enough 
strength to move back home. 
Her progress was remarkable to 
doctors, who had told Heather’s 
parents that she would never 


survive her coma, and if she 
did, she’d always be in a 
vegetative state. 

“The scariest thing was 
knowing that the outcome could 
have been different,” Heather 
said. “If it weren’t for God and 
my mom and dad not giving up 
on me, I wouldn’t be here.” 


Heather overcame those odds 
though, and the entire 
community has rallied around 
her. Friday was “Miracle Day” 
per a proclamation signed by 
County Judge-Executive Ann 
Melton and Columbia Mayor 
Mark Harris, and the Vanarsdale 
family is grateful for the 


kindness they’ve been shown 
throughout Heather’s struggle. 

“I would like to thank 
everyone for praying for me,” 
Heather said. “It was hard for 
my mom and dad to tell me

As a big fan of good food, it’s been 
disappointing to see so many of our local 
restaurants shutting down lately. The Cafe on 
the Square, D’s Pizza, and Breast and Butts Que 
are all closed, and that has left quite a void in 
my lunchtime routine. These were three of the 
more unique eateries that Columbia had to offer, 
and now our restaurant options are much more 
limited. 

A group of my friends and I usually meet 
somewhere in town for lunch on Thursdays, and 
where to go is always up for debate. This is still 
the case, but our regular rotation is smaller than 
it was even six months ago. 

Granted, we still have some quality choices 
around here. Circle R’s resurgence has been 
welcome, and their Thursday special has 
established itself as a favorite among the group I 
usually eat with. Betty’s OK Country Cooking is 
an Adair County institution that always hits the 
spot, William T’s at the Pines provides another 
good option, and so do our two Mexican 
restaurants. Moore’s Pool Room and Taps 
Diner on the squareare popular as well. Travel a 
little farther out into Adair County, and a few 
more options present themselves. My point is, 
other than chain restaurants and fast food, 
there’s not much to choose from, and we’re now 
limited even further with the three 
aforementioned establishments closing their 
door. I like the restaurants we have, but eating 
at the same places all the time gets old quick. 
More choices would be great. 

I have no idea about any of the 
aforementioned restaurants’ financial 
situations. I don’t know if they were managed 
well, turned a profit, or if the owners even 
wanted to keep their respective businesses 
open. I’m sure they all had good reasons to 
close their doors. What matters to me though, is 
that I can’t get a White City Taco this spring, 
and this is bad news for me. 

What’s perplexing is the fact that our local 
restaurants, both the ones up and running and 
those that have closed, seemed to do good 
business - people around here eat out quite a 
bit. I guess it’s symptom of our current 
economic climate that a steady stream of 
customers isn’t always enough to keep the doors 
open, especially in an industry like food service 
that’s notorious for slim profit margins.

[This biographical sketch was printed in the The Columbia 
Spectator , published in Adair County, in 1897.] 

There is not a young man in Adair County who is more 
deserving than the subject of this writing. He was born a few 
miles from this city October 16, 1866, and has been a citizen of 
Columbia for the past six years. His father and mother died 
when he was quite a boy, leaving several sisters and brothers to 
rear and educate. Frank being full of energy and having the 
confidence of the people, went forward to fight life’s battle. He 
had but little money, but his pluck soon gave him a start, and it 
was not long until he had accumulated means sufficient to go 
into business. 

He is now the proprietor of the notion and grocery store 
located just above W.L. Walker, and is having a fine run of 
trade. He keeps a general assortment, sells for cash, asking for 
short profits. Mr. Sinclair owns a comfortable home in the 
southern portion of town, and is universally regarded as one of 
Columbia’s best young men. He has the confidence of the 
people, and there is not a question but he merits their esteem. 

Mr. Sinclair is a devoted member of the Methodist church 
and is a regular attendant upon services. While he is a zealous 
member of his denomination, strictly speaking he is not a 
sectarian. He attends the various religious services, and is at 
home in any church in which he sits. 

Soon after he reached his 21st year, was made a Master 
Mason, and has been a devoted member of the institution since 
he first knocked at the door.

Greg Willis, District 1 School Board 
Member Earns Level 5 Certification 
In Professional Development 

Going beyond what is required by Kentucky law, Adair County 
school board member Greg Willis has earned advanced certification 
for professional development focused on improving Adair schools. 

Willis recently achieved Level Five Certification in the Kentucky 
School Boards Association (KSBA) Academy of Studies. 

The Academy of Studies is designed to work within Kentucky 
statutes that mandate more hours in a board member’s early years 
of service, then fewer hours the longer he or she serves. Courses in 
the lower Academy of Studies level include the basics on the 
board’s role, school finance, superintendent evaluations and 
facilities planning. As a board member advances in the certification 
process, the courses become less general and more specific to 
issues such as evaluating the board’s own effectiveness, advanced 
budget planning, becoming better advocates for children and 
grasping their board’s responsibilities in Kentucky’s new school 
and student accountability system. 

“The longer a board member serves, the more he or she should 
be introduced to new concepts that meet new challenges,” said 
KSBA President Tom Blankenship, a 27-year member of the 
Lincoln County Board of Education. 

As a group, school board members who make it to a new level of 
accreditation in the Academy of Studies haven’t just put in more 
time; they’ve delved into deeper considerations of the long-term 
issues of helping improve teaching and learning in the classroom,” 
Blankenship said. “No law requires this kind of effort. This comes 
from a desire to be a local leader with as much knowledge as can be 
obtained to put to work for the children and their communities.” 

In a phone conversation with Superintendent Alan Reed, Kerri 
Schelling of the Kentucky School Boards Association 
complimented Willis, stating that only 20-30 school board 
members, state-wide, reach Level Five in any given year. 

Long-term School Board members Floyd Burton and Mike 
Harris also hold Level 5 certificates. 

Established in 1936, KSBA is Kentucky’s largest voluntary 
association of local elected officials. 


Funeral Service Methodist Churchyard 

The death of Mr. Frank Sinclair, which occurred at his late 
residence, in this city, last Sunday afternoon at 1:15 o’clock, 
was not a surprise, but it was regretted by the entire 
community, the deceased, with the exception of a few months, 
having been a prominent and successful merchant of Columbia 
for a quarter of a century. 

The deceased was born between Vester and Egypt, this 
county, becoming a citizen of Columbia about twenty-eight 
years ago. When he came to this place he had but little capital, 
a few hundred dollars. He started what was termed a “Racket 
Store” in the building now occupied by Flowers & Walker, and 
the business was a success, and later he opened a general dry 
goods store, commanding a large trade, until about a year 
before his death, at that time selling the stock of goods to Gill 
& Waggener... 

The deceased is survived by his wife, three children, two 
brothers, three sisters and one half-brother... 

From The Adair County News 12 May 1915, formal obituary: 

Frank Sinclair was born October 16, 1866, departed this life 
January 3, 1915, aged 48 years, 2 months, and 18 days. He was 
the oldest son of Preston and Elizabeth Sinclair, who both died 
when he was just entering into young manhood. He had three 
sisters and three brothers to be cared for...united with the 
Methodist church in 1892...He was married to Miss Lula 
Conover in September 1900. To this union were born four 
children. Ray, the eldest, preceded him...November 23, 1908, 
Marvin, Mary Elizabeth and William Preston survive... [Long 
obituary submitted for publication by his sister, Mattie] 

Frank Sinclair, buried in Columbia City Cemetery, born 6 
October 1866, died 3 January 1915. 

Lula Sinclair, his wife, born 17 November 1873, died 12 
June 1946 

Ray Sinclair, son of F. & L., born 10 December 1900, died 
23 November 1908 

Sinclair, William P., born 30 May 1913, died 11 June 1983, 
US Navy, World War II 

Though it was not mentioned in his obituary, Frank Sinclair 
was, at the time of his death, a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the Columbia Graded Schools.

Whereas, The City of Columbia and County of Adair recognizes 
and appreciates the love and support of Columbia and Adair County 
for the continued prayers for healing of Heather. 

Therefore, be it resolved by Mayor Mark Harris and County 
Judge Executive Ann Melton that today, March 1, 2013 is 
proclaimed as Miracle Day in Columbia and Adair County in honor 
of Heather Nacole Vanarsdale.

The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet 

In accordance with KRS 176.051 r Kentucky's noxious weed law, the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet will destroy noxious weeds on state-owned right of 
way at the request of the adjoining property owner. The noxious weeds named 
in this law are Johnson grass, giant foxtail, Canada thistle, nodding thistle, 
multiflora rose, black nightshade, wild cucumber and kudzu. 

Persons who own property adjacent to state right of way and who are involved 
in eradication efforts on their property can submit a written application to the 
highway district office in their area. Applications and addresses for each dis¬ 
trict office can be obtained from state highway garages.

Library Board recently 
completed a two-month 
survey concerning library 
hours. The library Board 
spent over $800 in ads for 
the local newspapers, radio, 
Facebook and the library’s 
website. The Library Board 
received only 77 completed 
surveys with 47 voting for 
the current hours and 30 
voting for the extended 
hours. 

Due to the low number of 
surveys submitted, the 
Library Board has decided to 
try extended hours beginning 
Julyl, 2013 until Dec. 31, 
2013. The library staff has 
been instructed to keep 
numbers each day, especially 
on Thursdays, to see if these 
hours are suitable for the 
patrons of the Adair County 
Public Library. 

The final decision on 
library hours will be made at 
the Jan. 2014 Library Board 
meeting. 

New library hours will 
begin July 1, 2013. The 
library will be open Monday 
through Wednesday, from 8 
a.m. until 5 p.m., Thursday 
from 11 a.m. until 8 p.m., 
Friday from 8 a.m. until 5 
p.m., and Saturday from 8 
a.m. until noon. These hours 
will not go into effect until 
July 1.

“Hopefully I’ll go back to 
school at Lindsey Wilson 
College,” Heather said. “I’m 
just thankful that I have a future 
to think about.”

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Round-up Ready Alfalfa 
Establishment Tips 

With Round-up ready alfalfa back on the market, farmers have 
another tool in the toolbox for managing weeds Kentucky’s most 
valuable forage crop. Farmers should be aware of one key 
management practice prior to planting round-up ready alfalfa to 
ensure a successful stand. Trait purity of round-up ready alfalfa is 
about 90%. Therefore, 10% of the seed will not be resistant to 
round-up. Producers can expect about a 10% stand loss after the 
first application of round-up. For this reason, an early post 
emergence application of round-up is recommended to go ahead 
and remove these plants from the stand, allowing resistant plants to 
fill the void. 

The herbicide label allows for up to four applications of round-up 
per year in alfalfa, however 1-2 applications per year are needed 
after the establishment year. During the year of establishment, 
growers should plan to make applications prior to planting if 
planted using no-till. After emergence, a second application should 
be made to remove the non-resistant plants. From that point 
forward, applications should only be made as needed.

Eleven Die On 
State Roads 
Last Week 

Preliminary statistics* indicate 
that 11 people died in six separate 
crashes on Kentucky’s roadways 
from Monday, Feb. 25 through 
Sunday, Mar. 3,2013. 

One six-fatality, motor vehicle 
crash occurred in Hardin County. 

One single-fatality, motor vehicle 
crash occurred in each of the follow¬ 
ing counties: Calloway, Jefferson, 
Madison, Powell and Pulaski. The 
victim in Madison County was not 
wearing a seat belt. The crash in 
Powell County involved the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol and resulted in 
one pedestrian being killed. 

Through Mar. 3, preliminary sta¬ 
tistics* indicate that 87 people have 
lost their lives on Kentucky road¬ 
ways during 2013. This is 27 less 
than reported for this time period in 
2012. Of the 76 motor vehicle fatali¬ 
ties, 36 victims were not wearing seat 
belts. One of the two motorcycle 
fatalities was not wearing a helmet. 
Eight pedestrians have been killed. 
One fatality involving an animal 
drawn vehicle has been reported. A 
total of 19 fatalities have resulted 
from crashes involving the suspected 
use of alcohol. 

As of Mar. 3, Kentucky has had 
20 days with zero highway fatalities 
reported during 2013. 

Citizens can contribute to high¬ 
way safety by reporting erratic driv¬ 
ers to the Kentucky State Police toll- 
free at 1-800-222-5555. Callers will 
remain anonymous and should give 
a description of the vehicle, location, 
direction of travel and license num¬ 
ber if possible. 

*These statistics are still prelimi¬ 
nary as KSP waits for all local law 
enforcement agencies throughout the 
state to report any crashes and fatali¬ 
ties that may have occurred in their 
areas.

Just about every sport is a contact 
sport. Aside from golf, tennis, and 
individual competitions that involve 
tricks, stunts, routines or 
performances, you can expect 
occasional instances of physical 
involvement. 

The major sports all have it. The 
entire object of football is to 
essentially crush the offensive player 

as quickly as possible. Hockey uses it’s physicality as defense as 
well as retribution. Basketball has fouls and the actions 
associated with each type of them. Even a sport like baseball 
which, by nature, does not function around physical contact, has 
its moments of intentionally hit batters, broken up double plays, 
plate blocking, mound charges, dugout clearings and club house 
brawls. 

That’s where the confusion sets in. Aside from the simple 
presence of this physical contact, whether it be written in the rule 
book or unwritten in the code book of the sport, we have no 
consistency or logic with the contact allowed. I’m not arguing 
that basketball players should be allowed to tackle one another or 
that a hockey check is warranted on a player trying to round third 
base—that’s as ridiculous as it would be amusing. We all 
understand those differences between the sports, but why the 
differing attitudes once the whistle blows? 

I’m referring specifically to the extra-curricular altercations. 
On Sunday afternoon, Oklahoma City Thunder shot blocking 
extraordinaire Serge Ibaka punched, literally punched, high¬ 
flying LA Clippers star Blake Griffin in the groin. Ibaka, who 
was issued a Flagrant One foul for the punch, was not ejected for 
the incident and the NBA has (as of press time) released no word 
about a possible suspension. 

So what happened? Nothing. The Clippers shot their free 
throws and the game carried on. The reaction to what is 
ultimately the most personal of personal fouls was non-existent. 
Because that’s the way things work in the NBA. At worst, players 
will go chest-to-chest and tell their opponent everything they 
know about their mother, but it stops there. No one even leaves 
the bench to separate the combatantsoto do so results in a 
suspension and hefty fine. 

That’s right, just leaving the bench, without throwing a punch, 
shoving anyone, or even approaching the action, is a suspension. 
Football is similar. During a skirmish, if a single punch is thrown, 
the player is ejected. Even removing their helmet is a penalty, as 
is anyone leaving the sideline. Anything seen as retaliation on the 
subsequent few plays is also going to be flagged and likely fined 
by Commissioner Roger Goodell. Clearly, football and basketball 
have a zero tolerance policy when it comes to martial law. 

But what about baseball? What about hockey? What about 
NASCAR? I listed the potential outcomes of baseball in my 
introduction. You can bean a guy in the head with a 90mph 
fastball for admiring his home run too long on the previous at-bat 
against you. You can drill him in the back for something he said 
about one of your teammates a week ago. You can zoom one at 
his face and push him off the plate for essentially anything you 
please. You’ll get a warning, then the other team will hit your 
best player, they’ll be warned, and the game will carry on. 

If things get really antsy, the dugouts will clear or someone 
will charge the mound. Typically, the two sides jog out, stand 
chest-to-chest acting tough and then return to their spit-pits. 
Unless something gets out of hand, no one is tossed from the 
game. This happens literally once a day across the Majors. 

Hockey is even worse. Every NHL team has a few guys that 
are on the ice simply to be enforcers. They’re professional goons. 
They attack the other team’s best player and fight their goon if 
something happens out of the ordinary. You’ve all seen it. They 
literally toss their gloves off and beat one another about the face 
right there on the ice. They’re given a grown-man timeout and 
allowed to return to the game. 

And NASCAR? Oh, NASCAR. If revenge is a kind of wild 
justice, as Francis Bacon once said, then one could definitely 
describe NASCAR’s unwritten rulebook among drivers as full of 
revenge. Whether it was earlier in the race, or months ago and 
this is the first opportunity that has presented itself, it’s 
completely kosher to “bump” those who may have wronged you. 
If that teeny-tiny bump results in them colliding with the wall at 
200mph, well, that’s unfortunate and everyone hopes they 
learned their lesson. Yes, officials will penalize a car or driver or 
put them on probation if an act is egregious enough, but the 
drivers typically police themselves. 

Ironically, the ranking of how much revenge you’re allowed to 
get away with in a sport seems to match up perfectly with the 
likelihood that you’ll kill someone by doing it. Obviously that 
isn’t how the decision making process goes when enforcing (or 
even creating) the sport’s rules. But then, what is? 

I’ll be blunt: to really say what I thought about this subject 
would probably require us to leave out ads and pictures this 
week, and I’d have enough people mad at me that one of you is 
likely to throw at my head or charge the mound. Let’s not go 
there. I like you guys, and I’m not a fighter—at all. 

I do think the reasons for the amount of “fighting” you’re 
allowed to do in a sport is related to a few things: where the sport 
comes from, who plays the sport, and who the majority of the 
fans of the sport are. Clearly, it works for each sport, and I doubt 
we see any of it changed anytime soon barring some type of 
horrible tragedy in one of them, but it seems worth thinking 
about. 

Ask yourself, the next time you’re cheering for a NASCAR 
wreck, hockey fight or whatever it may be, why you are so 
excited about that behavior but would have been shocked to see 
Blake Griffin KO Serge Ibaka. Why can a pitcher plant seam 
marks on the back of a hitter and we nod, almost bored by it, but 
leap from our couches over even a particularly severe face mask 
penalty? Shouldn’t we either be fine with it across the board or 
prepared to condemn it all? If so, why don’t we? If not, what’s 
the difference? Maybe as fans we deserve a bit of time in the 
penalty box as well.

In addition, in our opinion, the financial statements referred to previously present fairly, in all 
material respects, the respective financial position of the governmental activities, the business-type 
activities, and the Garbage Disposal Fund, as of June 30, 2011, and the respective changes in financial 
position and, where applicable, cash flows thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report, dated 
October 30, 2012, on our consideration of the City's internal control over financial reporting and on our 
tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, grant agreements, and 
other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control over 
financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the 
internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit 
performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards and should be considered in assessing 
the results of our audit 

The budgetary comparison information on pages 26 through 29 is not a required part of the basic 
financial statements but is supplementary information required by accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. We have applied certain limited procedures, which consisted 
principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the 
required supplementary information. However, we did not audit the information and express no opinion 
on it. 


The City has not presented Management’s Discussion and Analysis that accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States has determined is necessary to supplement, although not 
required to be part of, the basic financial statements. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that 
collectively comprise the City's basic financial statements. The additional information consisting of 
financial schedules for the year ended June 30, 2011, is presented for purposes of additional analysis and 
is not a required part of the basic financial statements. The financial schedules have been subjected to 
the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, are 
fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements taken as a whole.

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lady Indians End Season With 57- 
GO Loss In 5th Region Tournament 


Lady Indians 57 
Lame County 60 

The Lady Indians traveled to 
Green County last Wednesday 
night for the opening round of 
the 2013 5th Region Girls’ 
Basketball Tournament. Facing 
off against the Lady Hawks of 
Larue County, Adair fought hard 
in a back-and-forth game, but 
ultimately saw their impressive 
season end with a 60-57 loss. 

The contest opened at a blis¬ 
tering pace, with Larue scoring 
the first two buckets of the game 
before a Mercedes Cox offen¬ 
sive rebound and-one pulled 
Adair within one, setting the 
tone for a game in which neither 
team could establish a sizeable 
lead. Larue would fire back with 
a three from the wing and a 
layup as a result of a good cut 
and pass, but Cox would drain a 
three from the corner to hold the 
Lady Indians close. 

The three point battle contin¬ 
ued, with Larue knocking down 
another from beyond the arc on 
their next possession. Katie 
Keltner’s explosion started with 
the score 12-6, Lady Hawks, 
driving for a tough bucket inside 


and matching Larue three-for- 
three on her way to 11 straight 
points for Adair to make it 22-17 
Larue early in the second quar¬ 
ter. 

A pair of threes by Beth 
Owens and Kassidi Taylor 
brought Adair within one, before 
Harlee Smock stole the ball and 
was fouled hard in transition. 
The foul on Smock was across 
the face, requiring her to be 
subbed out of the game momen¬ 
tarily. Brooklyn Coomer made 
one of two free throws to tie the 
game at 24 with 4:26 to play in 
the half. 

Mercedes Cox put Adair on 
top by two momentarily when 
she drove to the free throw line 
and got a soft bounce on a pull 
up jumper over a defender. 
Larue would answer with two 
free throws, then score quickly 
after a free throw by Katie 
Keltner before drawing a foul 
with three seconds left in the 
half. The Lady Hawks would 
make both and take a 30-27 lead 
into the locker room. 

Three Katie Keltner free 
throws to open the half knotted 
the score at 30 apiece, before 
Larue beat the Adair trapping

defense for a layup to regain the 
narrow lead. A deep three for 
Larue was answered by a 
Keltner three that banked in, as 
Adair refused to let the Lady 
Hawks pull away. Another Larue 
three dropped in after beating 
the trap, but Cox scored inside 
on an impressive drop step move 
toward the baseline. Two Larue 
free throws and a Beth Owens 
score in transition set the margin 
at 45-40 entering the final 
frame. 

Larue would score four 
straight to open the fourth, tak¬ 
ing a nine point lead with a little 
under seven minutes remaining 
in the contest. Adair refused to 
go away, however, as Cox 
rebounded and drew a foul, 
making both free throws to stop 
the run. A dribble-drive score by 
Larue was answered in similar 
fashion by Katie Keltner, with 
neither Adair senior ready for 
this to be their final game. 

The lead would swell to ten 
after back-to-back trips to the 
foul line for Larue with 3:29 
remaining, and the Lady Indian 
hopes appeared bleak. Yet 
another Katie Keltner offensive 
board and score, then a deep two 
from Owens sandwiched a 
Larue free throw to trim it to 
seven, as Adair began fouling to 
stop the clock. After two Larue 
misses from the line followed 
another Owens score, Keltner 
drained a three in transition to 
close the gap to two, 55-53 with 
1:29 to play. 

The team would trade free 
throws, with Larue getting the 
better of the exchange and 
extending the lead to four with 
just 31.2 seconds remaining. 
Harlee Smock stole the inbound 
pass out of the full court press 
and hit a slashing Katie Keltner, 
who knocked down both foul 
shots after she was hammered to 
prevent the layup. Larue 
attempted to throw over the top 
of the Lady Indian press but 
launched the ball too far, bounc¬ 
ing out of bounds and giving

The generosity of Columbia- 
Adair County citizens was 
recognized Monday morning at a 
special ceremony at Lindsey 
Wilson College. Volunteer leaders 
from Operation Christmas Child 
presented the county with the 
inaugural Bruce Kramp Faithful 
Servants Award. 

Adair County received the 
award because the county’s 
residents increased their OCC 
collections by 79 percent. In 2011, 
the county’s residents donated 979 
shoeboxes filled with items for 
children in developing countries. 
In 2012, the county’s residents 
donated 1,759 shoeboxes, the 
biggest increase in Operation 
Christmas Child’s nine-county 
Danville, Ky., Area. 

In total, residents of Adair, 
Boyle, Casey, Garrard, Lincoln, 
Marion, Mercer, Taylor and 
Washington counties donated 
more than 23,000 shoeboxes in 
2012 to OCC. 

Operation Christmas Child is a 
grassroots organization 

coordinated by Samaritan’s Purse, 
a nondenominational evangelical 
Christian organization that 
provides spiritual and physical aid 
to people around the world. Since 
1970, Samaritan’s Purse has 
worked with victims of war, 
poverty, natural disasters, disease 
and famine. The shoeboxes 
collected in Adair County in 2012 
were distributed to children in 
Sub-Saharan African nations. 

About 90 percent of shoeboxes 
are distributed in January-March, 
according to OCC Danville Area 
Coordinator Kathy Kendrick. 


“Christmas comes with the 
boxes — whenever the boxes 
come, that’s Christmas [to the 
children],” Kendrick said. 

Adair County established its 
Operation Christmas Child relay 
center in 2011 at Columbia 
Baptist Church. In the last two 
years, members of dozens of area 
churches, civic organizations and 
Lindsey Wilson College have 
dropped off shoeboxes filled with 
items for children to be delivered 
around the world. 

Named in honor of a former 
OCC volunteer leader in 
Kentucky, the Bruce Paul Kramp 
Faithful Servants Award is 


presented to the Danville Area 
county with the largest one-year 
increase in the number of boxes 
collected 

Efforts are already under way 
for the 2013 OCC collection 
week, according to Adair County 
co-coordinators Denise Fudge and 
Carrie Redford. Shoeboxes with 
items can be dropped off at the 
Adair County relay center during 
the week of Nov. 18-25, 2013.
